REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Maggs 
et al. in U.S. Patent No. 3,867,217 remove material with a laser in two layers 
(16,12) and then cleans with a fluid stream containing abrasive particles. Haslow 
et al. in U.S. Patent No. 5,833,759 disclose laser drilling a via (see column 2, lines 
29-59) followed by changing the intensity of the laser beam to clean the via. 
Haslow et al. further disclose that instead of cleaning vias by changing the 
intensity of the laser beam, a solution of sodium-naphthalene can be used. Arai 
et al. in U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0040893 discloses using an 
ultraviolet laser beam to clean vias after laser drilling vias. It is noted that laser 
drilling vias (holes on the order of microns in printed circuit boards) is not the 
same field as production of a swage and there is no motivation to adapt laser 
devices for making swages with laser drilling apparatus. Regarding claim 10, 
none of the references of record discloses or suggests, alone or in combination, " 
a control means for the laser treatment means, wherein the control means is 
configured to drive the laser treatment means or the feeding means for the 
processing means for treating the side wall of the swage such that a plurality of 
layers is removed and then the side wall is treated".
